In the first two parts of this series on seven proposed 


areas of improvement in Corsicana, needs for better 
water volume and more efficient sewage treatment 
were explored. 


They are probably the most pressing, immediate and 


crucial needs for a great majority of citizens who 
either face occasional lack of water pressure or 
problems arising from over-loaded sewer lines in their 
neighborhood. The sewage treatment problem, in fact, 
must be corrected under order from the State's pure 
water watchdog agency, the Texas Water Quality 
Board, 
, 


Engineers have indicated that these water and sewer 


system improvements must be made if the city is able 
to continue to provide adequate water and sewer 
service in the future. 
_ 


But — frustrating and worrisome as the fault) 


sewage treatment and unpredictable water supply are 
to local residents — they are probably not the first 
deficiency or the most negative factor about Corsicana 
noted by visitors and prospective residents. 


That title must be awarded "hands down" to Cor- 


sicana's street system, which-— aside from the three 
major highways and the connecting freeway — range 
from good to bad and indifferent but are mostly bad. 


"Bad" is putting it mildly, in fact, to residents of the 


East Side who have to make a tortuous detour almost 


L 


to downtown Corsicana and back along the "Chatfield 
.Pike" to get to Woodland Cemetery with a funeral 
procession originating from one of the East Side 
churches just a few blocks away from the cemetery 
"as the crow flies". 


•• Unfortunately, only a crow can make the trip along 
the more direct route on Bunert St., which is a dirt 
path, and over a collapsed bridge that, never-the-less, 
some East Side residents hazard in their cars — 
probably to the horror of companies that carry their 
automobile insurance. 
. Bunert St. will be paved, with curbs and gutters, and 
the collapsed bridge replaced, giving access on hard 
surface from Chatfield Pike to East Ninth Ave. and 
connecting with East Fifth and East Seventh if voters 
approve the $1,500,000 bond issue for street im- 
provements on the Nov. 14 ballot—along with at least 
35 other street projects in every corner of town. 


Half a dozen of the proposed paving jobs are 


opening 
up or improving important 


"thoroughfares" which are needed daily by hundreds 
— and even thousands — of residents to get from their 
homes to their places of work and back, regardless of 
the weather. Some of the dirt streets literally keep 
people from work after a rain or cause irritating delays 
because of the necessity to detour to paved thorough- 
fares. 


The massive street improvements proposed for 


funding through the $1.5 million bond issue are in- 
tended to do two things, according to Director of Public 
Works Dick Ballenger: 


...First, to "get Corsicanans out of the mud" and give 


them quicker, better access to a network of good paved 
streets on which they can always get to work, to 
shopping areas, to schools, to church, and to every 
.sector of Corsicana; and 


...Second, to supplement the paving program of 1967 


(which provided an additional eight miles of paved 
streets in all areas of the city, according to City 
Manager Jack Russell, but which has been mistakenly 
considered a boondoggle by citizens aware of only the 
paving added in their own neighborhoods) and allow a 
;more orderly program of street development by set- 
ting up a good basic network of so]id streets to which 
neighborhood streets can be tied through other street 
improvement programs. _

A SALE IN 1849 


Mrs. Etta Macrayc 


Below is an account of a sale 


which took place near Versailles, 
Kentucky, in 1849. It was taken by 
my grandfather (than a young 
man) from the Live Stock 
Reporter, a primitive paper of 
that day. 


He gave 
the paper to a 


daughter who gave it to me when 
a very young girl Many people 
were 
leaving 
for 
Oregon 


Territory about that time, and all 
the sales, I have heard that 
Grandfather said, were large and 
of plentiful amount. This sale 
reads as follows; 


"Having sold my farm and am 


leaving by ox learn for Oregon 
Territory on March 1,1849,1 will 
sell all my personal property 
except two ox teams, Buck and 
Ben, and Lon and Jerry.

Growing numbers of women 


returning to the campus after 
marriage and children are find- 
ing that college means more 
than a return to tests and 
textbooks. It can often mean 
unsettling 
and 
dramatic 


changes in family life. 


In some cases it has led to 


divorce, while in others it has 
resulted in closer relationships 
with husband and children. 


According to U.S. Labor De- 


partment census statistics, the 


t>er of women ages 25-34 


who returned to school has al- 


the most 


for 


most doubled during 
recent five-year period 
which figures are available. It 
increased more than tenfold in 
a 19-year-span. 


In 1969, the most recent year 


for which figures are available, 
526,000 women were enrolled in 
classes. That comoares with 
compares 


1964 and 47.000 in 
238,000 in 
1950. 


No figures are available for 


women ages 35 and over, but a 
Labor Department spokesman 
said she believed the growth 
rate was similar. 


A variety of reasons for going 


back to school emerged in in- 
terviews 
on several 
college 


campuses around the country. 


Many of the women are 


housewives with diminishing 
home responsibilities who want 
to start on or complete college 
degrees and embark on profes- 
sional careers. Others go back 
for intellectual stimulation and 
self-enrichment. 


"I think I'm quite a different 


person after coming back to 
college," said darol Herman, a 
37-year-old mother 
of 
three 


studying for her bachelor's de- 
gree at Sarah Lawrence Col- 
lege in Bronxville, N.Y. "My 
whole sense of values and pri- 
orities has changed. 


"The average woman who 


gets married at an early age is 
limited in her intellectual and 
emotional growth. When she 
goes back to school, she often 
starts changing her ideas, be- 
comes more independent and 
widens her experiences. 


"It can be very painful and 


can create a strain on a mar- 
riage. You're not the same wo- 
man your husband married." 
Counselors of returning wo- 


men say most of theni have en- 
• 


couraging, supportive husbands 
and that many develop closer 
ties with their families. But if a 
marriage is bad, the counselors 
agree, a woman is usually able 
to accept the fact and end it. 


All the women interviewed 


said they had developed 
a 


greater sense of self-worth and 
independence as a result of re- 
turning to school. 


"Coming to school is fright- 


ening to these women," said 
Elizabeth Minnich, director of 
the Sarah Lawrence Center for 
Continuing 
Education, 
which 


encourages older women to go 
back to school.

Some have 
told me, 'All my life, men have
